“This  is  the  Celestial  kingdom: 
Professor  H.  V.  Hoyt  declared  when 
he  arrived  in  Provo  after  a summer’s 
visit  in  Europe.  “This  is  the  land  of 
the  blessed.  I have  always  known 
it,  but  I have  never  fully  appreciated 
it  until  now.  In  Europe  conditions 
are  still  bad,  especially  in  Germany 
where  the  factories  are  closed  down 
and  the  poor  class  of  people  are  vir- 
tually starving.  In  Berlin  the  theatres 
are  open  and  the  bright  lights  are 
shining  upon  crowds  of  middle-class 
humanity,  enjoying  themselves  in 
pleasure,  but  less  than  a mile  outside 
of  the  city  one  will  find  women  walk- 
ing bare-footed  on  the  road  gangs 
because  they  will  work  cheaper  than 
men,  and  because  they  must  work 
or  starve.” 

Professor  Hoyt  has  spent  several 
months  in  Europe  during  which  he 
visited  in  the  order  named:  France, 
Switzerland,  Italy,  Austria,  Germany, 
Holland  and  England.  Upon  his  re- 
turn he  spent  a number  of  days  in 
New  York  and  Detroit.  Professor 
Hoyt  being  dean  of  the  College  of 
Business  Administration  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University,  was  especial, 
ly  interested  in  business  conditions 
of  Europe.  As  a result  of  that  in- 
terest, he  visited  the  industrial  centers, 
the  large  markets,  the  chambers  of 
commerce,  and  other  institutions  of 
interest. 

While  in  Italy  Professor  Hoyt 
visited  Milan,  the  financial  center  of 
Italy,  and  also  Tourine,  the  Detroit 
of  that  country.  Italy,  Professor 
Hoyt  reports,  is  in  a flourishing  con- 
dition and  is  enjoying  a good  govern-

“And  still  they  come,”  said  Dr.  F.  S.  Harris,  as  the  total  registration 
was  called  to  his  attention.  The  total  registration  at  noon  Tuesday  exceeded 
that  of  Tuesday  night  last  year  by  thirty.  There  were  one  hundred  and 
fifty  more  college  students  registered  than  at  the  end  of  the  second  day 
last  year. 

Students  can  be  found  in  the  en- 
rollment this  year  from  East  Moline, 
Illinois,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  and  many 
of  the  southern  most  towns  in  Ari- 
zona. A great  many  from  Colorado, 
and  Nevada. 

Naturally,  Provo  led  in  the  enroll- 
ment with  a total  of  about  250.,Spring- 
ville  was  second  with  about  50.  Span- 
ish Fork  third  with  about  40,  and 
other  Utah  County  towns  with 
smaller  numbers  followed.  The 
towns  that  begin  with  “S”  sent  the 
greatest  number  of  students  except 
towns  beginning  with  “P”  and  Provo 
was  the  only  town  beginning  with  that 
letter  from  which  a great  many  were 
sent.

City  were  well  represented.

Dr.  Carl  F.  Eyring,  scout  commis- 
sioner of  the  Timpanogos  District 
Council,  returned  early  this  week  from 
Estes  Park,  Colorado,  where  he  has 
been  in  attendance  at  the  Third  Bien- 
nial Conference  of  Scout  Executives 
of  America  in  company  with  Scout 
Executive  A.  A.  Anderson.  Execu- 
tive Anderson  will  not  return  until 
today. 

Dr.  Eyring  reports  that  the  con- 
ference was  the  largest  that  has  ever 
been  held  in  America,  and  besides  be- 
ing the  largest,  it  was  the  most  en- 
thusiastic ever  held.  The  conference 
is  still  in  session.  Dr.  Eyring  had  to 
return  early  in  order  to  be  present 
at  the  registration  of  students  at  the 
Brigham  Young  University  where  he 
is  Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences. 

The  conference  was  held  at  the 
Estes  Park  Conference  rooms  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  a well  equipped  rustic 
theatre  that  will  seat  about  eight 
hundred  people.  In  connection  with 
the  meeting  room  there  is  a cafeteria 
and  other  accommodations  that  made 
the  situation  ideal  for  the  scouts. 
Programs  were  held  throughout  the 
conference.  Each  day  Dr.  George  J. 
Fisher,  Assistant  Scout  Executive  of 
the  National  Council,  gave  a ten  min- 
ute resume  of  the  doings  at  the  con- 
ference during  the  preceding  twenty- 
four  hours. 

A few  extracts  from  Dr.  Fisher’s 
resumes  are  given  here: 

“We  can’t  push  boys  into  good- 
ness, we  must  lead  them  by  example. 
The  appeal  to  boys  must  be  the  ap- 
peal of  service.  It  is  hard  for  us  to 
realize  the  great  resourcefulness  of 
youth.  What  we  do  with  our  youth 
the  world  must  become.  We  are 
pinning  our  faith  on  our  executive 
leadership.  Will  thep  professionalize 
the  Scout  Movement  or  will  they 
spiritualize  it  and  raise  up  a superior 
volunteer  leadership?” 

Dr.  Eyring  is  optimistic  regarding 
the  outlook  for  Scouting  in  the 
Timpanogos  Council.

WHAT  MAY  WE  EXPECT? 

The  beginning  of  the  terra  of  office  of  a 
new  administration  in  the  student  body  makes 
all  the  old  students  wonder  what  changes  will 
be  made  in  the  policies  and  activities  of  the 
student  body;  and  new  students,  at  least 
those  who  are  thoughtful,  wonder  what  are 
the  general  problems  of  the  student  body 
government  and  how  the  particular  adminis- 
tration will  meet  them. 

The  “Y  News”  will  attempt  to  forcast 
the  things  which  can  be  expected  of  the  of- 
ficers, basing  the  speculation  on  pre-election 
promises. 

The  greatest  problem  of  the  student  body 
is  the  problem  of  finances.  About  twelve 
thousand  dollars  are  handled  each  year  by  the 
organization.  The  president,  now  in  office, 
promised  strict  adherence  to  the  budget  sys- 
tern,  which  has  been  used  for  the  last  three 
years,  as  the  best  method  of  handling  this 
money.  The  money,  then,  will  be  handled  by 
the  finance  committee  and  all  departments  will 


The  promse  of  support  of  “Frosh”  rules, 
has  been  met,  the  rules  drawn  up  and  their 
enforcement  started.  These  rules  are  not 
enforced  with  the  idea  of  submerging  the 
Frosh  in  the  least.  The  officers  feel  that  they 
are  in  no  way  a hinderance  to  the  student  body 
privileges  of  the  freshmen.  They  are  to  be 
enforced  primarily  for  the  benefit  of  the  fresh- 
men themselves,  and  with  the  idea  of  building 
solid  and  good  class  rivelry,  to  aid  in  the 
stimulation  of  student  body  spirit. 

The  present  administration  places  itself 
squarely  behind  the  traditions  of  the  school. 
Recognizes  that  we  have  but  few  traditions, 
and  holds  them  sacred.  It  would  seem  that 
behind  the  promise  regarding  these  matters 
there  is  no  tendency  to  see  our  greatest  tradi- 
tions overrun  as  they  have  often  been  in  the 
past  for  he  sake  of  some  momentary  matter 
or  improvement  which  could  be  accomplished 
just  as  well,  if  the  traditions  were  kept.

We  do  not  want  our 
“Y”  to  be  as  dirty  another  year  as  it  has  been 
the  past.  The  other  traditions  are  as  worthy 
and  should  claim  the  greatest  support  of  the 
present  administration. 

There  are  some  other  promises  that  mat- 
ter little.  Things  which  will  be  set  aside  or 
put  in  force  as  the  time  for  them  approaches. 
The  time  of  elections  last  spring  was  too  early 
to  determine  these  matters.  Like  so  many 
election  promises  they  are  put  in  the  platform 
to  sound  good. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  officers  of  the  student 
body  this  year  is  to  unite  with  the  students  to 
satisfy  their  desires,  in  every  way  possible. 
They  ask  for  the  expression  of  the  opinion  of

studded  with  pearls. 

(4)  The  Student  Body  Council  shall 
have  power  In  cases  of  special  merit, 
upion  three-fourths  vote  of  that  body, 
to  award  the  Block  "Y”. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Recall  of  Officers. 

Any  officer  of  the  Student  Body  may 
be  recalled  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Student  Body  Council,  or  by  three- 
fourths  vote  of  the  Student  Body. 
Recall  may  result  from  an  act  or  acM 
incompatible  with  the  high  standards 
of  the  Brigham  Young  University. 

ARTICLE  VHL 
Amendments. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a three-fourths  majority 
vote  of  the  Student  Body  at  a spwlal 
election,  called  for  that  purpose.  This 
vote  shall  be  taken  by  Australian  bal- 
lot. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

By-Laws. 

The  Student  Body  Council  shall  have 
authority  to  enact  such  By-Laws  from 
time  to  time  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper  for  the  regulation  of  all 
student  affairs,  provided  that  such  By-
